Bidcrud to be one of tba potaot meana 
of dispehng evU InBuenoea and of 
abating tompeati. These evil powers 
according to madlBvai legend and be- 
lief, wore able to produce hail, thun. 
dor and storms at their will, and those 
among thorn called witohes took as rial 
voyages, oxaotly aa the wltohea of 
much later daya were held to do, 
although more particular detail is 
given of thelropcratloiis. ils It Is known 
tiiat they ameared their broomsticks 
with witob-aalve, aftw whieb. mount- 
ing them, they could sail where thoy 
v.-oiild through so luueli uf this atmos- 
plieriwii was within thoir jurisdiction.

It waa but a little mora 
than throe hundred years ago when it 
was genoruliy Ixdlcved that the appear, 
ance of a hugo comet was the work of 
Satan, and its disapponraoce waa the 
work of the church. Porhapa wehoTa 
not left all those follies quite behind 
us yet People who nowadays make a 
wlah at the first sight of the evening 
star, cxpoctln;,' to receive tho thing 
wl.ihed f.»r. will) ar.' inrlicular alioul 
seeing tlio now moon, not through 
glaia, and with allTer In thair pooketa. 
and who bold that tha poaltioo ot tha 
slender horn tIgnUaa ahhar a dry 
month or a wat ona, ai It nay be— 
kuoh poopla havo hardly any right to 
call in question the demonology be- 
lieved in by the |>eople of tho Middle 
/V»es and tho old dames of later days.

He is a short, 
stout ninn. with grlz/,to<l. gray iK'ard 
ami an eye that still keeps Its bri;:hl- 
noss. in oororsation he icveals a re- 
markablo mamory, recalling without 
lieaitetlon nanaa of ports of Islands in 
the I'liciOo and cities in China and 
Japan at which he touched half a 
couttiry ago or moro, and reteiniug a 
clear recollection of evonte at home as 
far biuik aa the war of 181S. 

"Did I have any adventurous voy- 
ageaP Wall, I suppose I have seen 
some t.'inj>cstiioiis wt>aiher, biitl never 
was w rei keil. I have seon many 
pirates, but nuvor was sertously at- 
taokad by them, and bare touched at 
all tha known Islandt ot tba Paciflo 
ocean, but never was trapped by tho 
natives, who aro very wily and treach- 
aroua.

"My narrowest escape from death 
was when I tali. Ilka Jonah, Into tba 
very mouth ol a whala, whieb, how- 
ever, did not swallow me, probably 
not thinking me a cboloe morsel. 
Ill my whaling days we didn't 
have the harpoon gun, but wore 
obliged to row close up to the whale 
and harpoon by a eait from tha band.

I tiimbloil squarely Into 
bis mouth, which hung open fourteoL^ 
faat from Jaw to jaw. He closed hit 
mouth and oruahnd my legs rathor 
gently for awhile and let me go again, 
when I was picked up by one of tho 
ship's boate. We got the whole, 
though. 

"Perhaps my most lively remtnia- 
cenoe ti that ol a dlioovery of a raft in 
the Paoiao Ocean, four buadlred mllea 
from any land, oontaiaing the dead 
bodies ot two men. We were on our 
way from San Fraoolaro to Valparalao 
when wa lighted tho rait It .trat com- 
posed ot water oBika taitiMl; tcttather 
with bowdi and Mvorad ijf Mro.oaoln 
dooiis, on wbioh tba b o dtf M »y. There 
was no means of IdontiflifjeEtfon except 
the compass, wlilch evidently lieloiigod 
to a Duteh ship. The faces were dark 
and covered with long boards. Ux- 
poauro nod starvatton vem plainly 
marked upon them, but nothing which 
oould gIvu o clew to their uouatry or 
name."— -Vi/i«r'(;ief.'s Trifmne.

William A. Wiigiis wai horn at 
CutVi/., Trigg county, Ky., April 12, 
IS.'ill, and U now neariug bis 30tb 
birthday. lie began life as 
poor boy, wllhont either money 
or Inflaeutial friends. His edn 
cation waa obtained in the sobools 
of his native town, and at tbe 
aga of flfteen years he entered tlie of- 
fice of the Trigg Counlg Dtmoeral, 
then operated by tbe late Judge .T II. 
Wilkerson, and began to learn the 
art of printing. Three years laler 
he left homo aud pursued bis calling 
in the oflice of tbo Hopkinsvilie Itaiii- 
oc)-(i(, then a wivk'y p iper i niidncl- 
ed in this cily hy Col. .1. .M. Dodd. 
Whatever he onilortouk to do he did 
well, and it was not long Ijcfore the 
young man became tbe indispensable 
employe and cblaf reliance ot the pa- 
per. For two years he went ahead 
working and aavins bia money. 
His habits were tf the bast. 
Uoral, industrious and thor 
ougbly boneal, and inspired by ■ 
laudable ambition to make bis mark 
in life, bt applied himself with ener 
gy and isslduity to bis work 
until bo bad become thoroughly ac- 
i|uainted with all tbe details of Ihe 
liriiiting hu.sincan to be learned in a 
small i:ity.
